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Disatisfaction Stirs 
Presidents Conference

NEW YORK (P-0) — Internal 
opposition to the power held by 
Zionist organizations in the Pres- 
idents Conference was building 
up here this week as a proposed 
new plan for the body was up 
for discussion. 


THE OPPOSITION to the pres- 
ent set-up, which some observers 
fee] may disrupt the body, is led 
py the United Synagogue, the 
National Council of Jewish Wom- 
en, the Union of Orthodox Jew- 
ish Congregations and the Na- 
tional Community Relations 
Council. 

The President Conference is 
made up of the presidents of all 
national Jewish organizations ex- 
cept the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. 

The re-evaluation of the Pres- 
idents Conference will come at a 
meeting next Wednesday here. 


THE UNITED Synagogue, the 
lay wing of the Conservative 
Movement, is said to feel strong- 
ly that the Conference must free 
itself of domination by the Jew- 
ish Agency. The Conservative 
body contends that the Confer- 
ence is obviously padded with 
a majority of Zionist organiza-

tions, who prevent the Confer- 
ence from becoming an autono- 
mous organization. 

Tht position of the National 

Council of Jewish Women is that 
the Conference should be “pri- 
marily a non-functioning group 
that cannot commit the member 
organizations and should concern 
itself only with significant mat- 
ters.” 
...THE RELIGIOUS groups, with 
the exception of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations, 
may use the Dec. 2 meeting to 
withdraw from the Conference. 
The religious organizations may 
be joined by the NCRAC and 
NCJW. 

This threatened walk-out was 
confirmed by other heads of 
other organizations. 

The religious groups are un- 
happy also over alleged pressures 
to elevate Rabbi Maurice Ejisen- 
drath to the Conference’s chair- 
manship after Philip Klutznick 
steps down. 

A SPOKESMAN for the reli- 
gious bodies said, “We are deter- 
mined not to let Eisendrath be- 
come our spokesman.” 

The NCRAC will decide at a 
mttting Tuesday, its future rela- 
tionship with the Conference. 


US. Jewish Lif 


Not Possible, Label Katz Says 


DETROIT (P-O) — Majority 
rule as a determinant for actidn 
by the U. S. Jewish community 
was declared impossible in a talk 
here. 

LABEL KATZ, president of 
B'nai B'rith, said here that efforts 
to enforce a “tidy and pre-pack- 
aged unity are doomed to do just 
the opposite.” 

Asked the question: “Who 
speaks for American Jewry?” 
Katz told a Jewish community 
center luncheon that a spokes- 
man can evolve only through “a 





voluntary forum” such as the 
Presidents’ Conference and the 
Adhoc Committee of 21 organiza- 
tions that he said achieved “a 
meaningful demonstration of uni- 
ty” in the Khrushchev affair. 

IN A STRONG plea for “co- 
operative effort” by Jewish 
groups, the B’nai B’rith president 
declared that Kehilla concept of 
regulated unity must fail because 
“Jewish life in America can’t 
be compulsory (or) coalesced by 
majority rule.” 





Rabbis Hit Woman 


On New Money 

NEW YORK (P-O) — A 
group of Orthodox rabbis in 
Israel have placed a harem 
(ban) on the new _ Israel 
money because it shows a 
not fully-clad woman work- 
ing with men. 

This was revealed by Dr. 
Samuel -Margoshes in his 
column in The Jewish-Day 
Journal. : 

Margoshes said that the 
Israel mint office, faced with 
the necessity of choosing 
from a variety of designs, 
selected one showing figures 
of men and women at work 
“symbolizing the toil and 
sweat that go into the re- 
construction of the Jewish 
state.” 

The columnists wrote that 
the rabbis objecting to the 
new bills base their charge 
on the “old injunction against 
‘graven images’.” He com- 
mented that “the lady in the 
picture is not fully clad so 
as to suit the taste and the 
prejudice of the most fanati- 
cal oriental.” 





‘Miss Israel’ Wins 
Third in Contest 


LONDON (P-O)—‘Miss Israel” 
(18-year-old Ziva Shomrat) took 
third place in the “Miss World” 
contest held here. Miss Shomrat, 
a sabra with vital statistics of 
35-25-37 was presented with a 
car by York Noble, London car 
manufacturer. 

Another contestant “Miss In- 
dia” (Fleur Ezekiel of Bombay) 
was also Jewish. 





Frenchman Calls Israelis 
‘Terrible Tradesman’ 

JERUSALEM (P-O) — French 
Ambassador Pierre Gilbert told 
an Israeli chamber of commerce 
meeting here that Israelis are 
“terrible tradesmen.” “You must 
not learn the street market at- 
titude,” he said. “Sometimes jun- 
ior civil servants spoil a deal 
involving millions of dollars be- 
cause they want to save $3.50,”

KAPLAN sharply reprimanded 
the United Synagogue for its 
“expansionist policy” which, he 
said, is leading to a “Christless 
neo-orthodox Protestantism.” 
Kaplan said that American Couns 
cil for Judaism with its “Me- 
Carthyist slander tactics turned 
the American dream into a night- 
mare using Zionism as a smear 
work instead of Communism.” 
He pointed to the recent exchange 
of letters between the American 
Council for Judaism and the U.S, 
State Department. 


CLARENCE COLEMAN JR., 
Council president. protested in a 
letter to the State Department 
against Israeli statements which 
he said suggested that all Jews 
regard Israel as their homeland 
despite their citizenship. 

In reply to the Council, the 
State Department’s Parker T. 
Hart stated that “it does not 
condone the involuntary identifi- 
cation of its citizens with a fore 
eign state.” The Council made 
both letters public. 





Jewish Kids Aren’t Named 
Scott or Gregg Anymore 


BOSTON (P-O)—Rabbi Albert I. Gordon of Newton, Mass., 
in his ne wbook “Jews in Suburbia” states that Jewish young- 
sters in suburban America today aren’t being saddled with 
Aryan-sounding names as-Montague, Hillary, Scott or Gregg 
appended to such traditional Jewish names as Ginsberg, Cohen 


or Goldberg. 


Today names often Biblical in origin are more common 
such as David, Michael, Samuel and Jonathan, according to 


Rabbi Gordon. 


Girls’ names such as Judith, Rebecca and Rachel hove 
once again become popular with Jewish parents, he declares, 
Rabbi Gordon states, “if names may be used as a gauge, it 
can be recorded that Jews in suburbia are no longer fearful 
about identifying themselves as Jews. They are definitely 
secure as American Jews,” the Boston Jewish Times reports, 
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Orthodoxy Must Not Close Doors to Non-Odservant 


NEW YORK (P-O) — One a1 
the most critical problems faced 
by Orthodoxy in America today 
is that of the “non-observant 
Orthodox” — that new kind of 
Jew wno is pious by affiliation 
rather than daily practice. 

Rabbi Howard I. Levine o2f 
Yeshivah university declares in 
“Tradition” magazine that Orth- 
odoxy, while strongly advocating 
maximum observance, recognizes 
that even the non-observant be 
long to its ranks. 

DEVIATIONIST Orthodox syn- 





agogues and rabbis should not de 
excluded from the Orthodox com- 
munity, Rabbi Levine states. 

“No greater harm could be 
done to Orthodoxy than to cut 
off these Jews and synagoguis 
from our main body,” the Yeshi- 
vah professor contends, Ortho- 
doxy could hardly commit a 
graver error than that of cate- 
gorizing non-observant Jews as 
“Conservative” or “Reform,” 
Rabbi Levin.states. 

HE WRITES that Orthodoxy 





cannot recognize the legitimacy 


of the division of American Juda- 
ism into three branches. Many 
people, calling themselves _“‘Re- 
form” or “Conservative” are 
merely describing a certain level 
of observance “and are not in- 
dicating a denial of basic Jewish 





belief in Tora,’ Rabbi Levine 
writes in the “Tradition” article. 
The non-observant Jew of 
America is “by no means char- 
acterized by blatant atheism and 
materialism,” he concludes.

GOOD FOR A LAUGH? 


If we didn’t know the U. S. Jewish community and we 
needed to ascertain which was the most mature U. S. Jew- 
ish organization, we'd have no difficulty in*reaching an 
accurate decision after seeing the picture of the new presi- 
dent of the Council of Jewish Federations and Welfare 
Funds which was released to the press this week. 


THERE IS A standard procedure about these pictures 
of newly-elected presidents of Jewish groups. 

The first step is to transmit to the press a photograph 
of the new pres@lent, presumably taken after his election 
to the office at the convention which chose him. But on 
closer inspection, it becomes clear that the photograph is 
a posed one taken by a top-notch photographer at a studio, 
no doubt months preceding the convention. 

IN THE CASE of the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds, and its new president, Irving Kane, of 
Cleveland, as fine a Jewish citizen as you will find any- 
where, the photograph is of the past presidents of the 
organization, who were on hand at the general assembly. 
Perched in the back row of the photograph, well-hidden 
behind the paunches of several presidents in the front 
row, is Mr. Kane. 

In any other national Jewish organization, this would 
have resulted in several heads rolling in the public rela- 
tions department. But in the Council where publicity is 
not needed to boost the ego of the president, this is worth 
only a good laugh and this philosophical editorial upon 
the lack of security of most U. S. Jewish organizations 
and their presidents. 


THIS MAY LEAD TO UNITY 


The resolution of the Council of Jewish Federations 
and Welfare Funds urging that the American Jewish Com- 
mittee and the Anti-Defamation League of B’nai B'rith 
return to the National Community Relations Advisory 
Council, is hardly a new one. It is repeated year after 
year by the general assemblies. 

THIS DOES NOT alter the fact that the need for 
reconstituting the NCRAC as the coordinating body for 
civic defense work in the U. S. Jewish community is 
4s important as ever. 

In so recent a crisis as that which emerged as a 
result of the integration issue, the NCRAC members and 
the ADL and the American Jewish Committee, although 
their head offices are only a stone’s throw from one 
another, did not so much as have even the shortest con- 
ference on the matter. This was so despite the fact that 
the Southern Jewish community went through great tra- 
vail, and the issue was so explosive that there was great 
fear (remember the bombings) that tragedy was inevitable. 

NO CONSULTATION on so great an issue means 
that what did exist was not merely a vacuum or a sort 
of jigsaw puzzle with each doing a bit towards alleviat- 
ing the emergency. It means something else altogether. 
It means that there was rivalry, and when one agency 
was under attack, the others secretly rejoiced. 

That this goes on within the American Jewish com- 
munity in the year 1959, with funds provided by the 
Jewish community is the greatest irony of all. 

IF THE SITUATION is unbelievably discouraging, 
there are new elements which mean that application of 
creative thinking may lead to a solution. 

Both the organizations which in 1952 withdrew from 
the NCRAC because they feared their autonomy might 
be jeopardized, have new presidents. Herbert B. Ehrmann 
is the new president of the American Jewish Committee, 
and Label Katz is the new president of the B’nai B'rith. 


ON THE ASSUMPTION that new administrations take 
new looks at the business of their organizations, it can 
be assumed that there is more possibility for achieving 
the reconstitution of the NCRAC for what it originally 
was formed to be—an overall coordinating agency—than 
at any time in the past years. 

This being so, we suggest that arbitration might be 
explored as a possible approach. 

if ALL THREE agencies agreed to accept as binding 
the findings of an arbitration committee, after a thorough 
study of the differences which prevent the ADL and the 
Committee from rejoining the NCRAC, there is a great 
chance of finally achieving unity in a most important 
tield of work of the Jewish community. 

We haven’t touched on the waste and duplication in- 
herent in a situation where numerous bodies compete with 
one another, and where publicity and not achievement often 
is considered success. 

BUT WE DO WANT to point out that the American 
Jewish Committee, the American Jewish Congress and 
the ADL did not voluntarily join together in the original 
NCRAC. Not at all. They were forced into it by public 
opinion which in the time of the threat of Hitlerism, even 
on these shores, demanded joint action instead of cut- 
throat competition. . 

As soon as the heat was off, the NCRAC split up. 

IF MR. EHRMANN and Mr. Katz are new presidents, 
so is Irving Kane, and he may take a dim look at the ease 
with which our civic defense agencies find it possible to 
escape public censure for their lack of co-operation. And 
he may recall the time when the whip of public opinion 


was able to overcome vested interests and lead to the 
formation oi >» NCRAC 

We're hopeful that the suggestion of arbitration may 
be implemented. We think Mr. Kane’s views on the sub- 
ject, or those of Mr. Katz and Mr. Ehrmann too, might 
be of great interest to the American Jewish community. 














The EDITOR’S CHAIR - -- 








We have a letter from a reader in a 
small town in Pennsylvania which should 
be of interest to many other readers, so 
we'll reprint it in full, before trying to pro- 
vide some philosophy and some answers. 

@ Editor Jewish POST and OPINION 

“Presidents of eighteen local Jewish 
organizations were honored at a recent 
dinner meeting. In scanning the groups 
represented, it was noticed that the “boher 
(young unmarried person) age” was not 
evident. 

“These unmarried men do not seem 
to fit in with synagogue and other Jewish 
groups. They are through with college, 
have served the armed forces and are 
running free (and wild) around town. 
They are dating non-Jews and at present 
one of ten families here has been affect- 
ed by inter-marriage. 

“In our day we had a strictly social 
club for young men, and it kept our young 
men and women together. The many so- 
cial events throughout the years were 
attended by young Jewish men and women 
from ali surrounding towns. 

“This letter does not have to be pub- 
lished, but we would like to know if you 
have any ideas or knowledge of any 
groups we could copy to get our youths 
doing what is best for them and naturally 
good for Judaism. Would you advise as- 
sembling the parents of these youths and 
have them try to solve the problem, which 
must be common to all towns?” 

THE LETTER-WRITER recalls her youth 
in the glowing terms in which we all look 
back on the good old days. Yet there was 
more dating of non-Jewish girls by the young 
men of that day than there is today. 

If the young people of that day in the 
community have emerged into positions of re- 
spectability after having gone through a pe- 
riod when they dated non-Jews, then how 
dangerous is the practice of inter-dating to- 
day? 

IN OUR OPINION it is less dangerous 
than it was twenty and thirty years ago be- 
cause at that time the community was in 
flight, and the younger people were rebelling 
against the strict Orthodoxy of their parents. 
Today's parents undergo a period when their 
children rebel, but the climate of the com- 
munity has changed vastly, and even the re- 
bellious college youngsters of today — than 
whom there can be no more revolutionary 
idealists in our society—when they come home 
for their vacations gravitate to the synagogue 
and temple for services, even though they may 
never have looked into the Hillel House on 
the campus. 

Of course in any democratic society, some 
intermarriage is inevitable. This is one of the 
prices we pay for our freedom, but it is a 
cheap enough price. 


TURNING TO THE suggestion of the social 
club for the young people, why have these 
disappeared, and why have our Jewish Com- 
munity Centers not been able to exact the 
loyalty of their members that they held in 
the days of the 20’s and 30's. 

The answer is that in those days, the 
opportunities for social intercourse were lim- 
ited. The homes of the Jews of the commu- 
nity, except those of the well-to-do (and who 
was well-to-do then?) were hardly attrac- 
tive enough for young people to congregate 
in them the way they do today. As a result 
our community centers have to compete with 
outside attractions with the resultant loss of 
interest. Young people of some years ago 
didn’t have the money to go away on week- 
ends to distant cities for their recreation, or 
attend the theatre or night clubs the way 
they do today. 


THAT TAKES CARE of everything the 
letter-writer has brought up except the most 
important thing—the help she requests. You'll 
note that she limits the group by describing 
them as unmarried. Evidently as the young 
peopie find mates in her community, they 
settle down as they do everywhere else te 
domestic bliss and loyalties to Judaism and 
the Jewish community. 

We hardly think that today is a joining 
age, so the chances of organizing a national 
body of young people are slim. At one time, 
one of the most thriving Jewish organizations 
in Indiana was the Indiana Union of Jewish 
Youth. Its leaders today lead our Jewish com- 
munity. It was made up of young college 
graduates, girls and boys, and filled a need 


of that day. Try to get something going on 
the same order now, and you'll end up with 
a lot of energy expended and nothing to 


show for it 


WE HAVE LONG held the opinion that 
many young men and women are lost to 





ee — 
the Jewish community when they leave home 
because there is no provision except in one 
or two isolated communities for hospitality 
for newcomers. Of course a Jewish center 
could and does provide some help here, but 
not all young people will seek out the Jewish 
center. 

In the very last clause, the letter writer 
suggests that the problem must be common 
to many communities throughout the U. § 
Are there any suggestions then? We'll be happy 
to print any letters that provide light and 
help. 

Our only thought is that perhaps the com- 
munity could arrange with some neighboring 
city where there is a large Jewish population 
for an exchange week-end, where the un- 
married young ones, male and female, would 
be the guests of a club in a synagogue ora 
Jewish center in the large community for a 
series of meetings, dances and other enter. 
tainment. 


Your Name

DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I am interested 
in knowing the meaning and origin of 
my maiden name: “Tarlo.” 

I was told that there never was a “w" 
on the end and had always been just Tarlo 
and not shortened from any name.—MRS, 
NATHANIEL KRAM- 
ER, New York. 

TARLO is a Polish term 
referring to a grater. It 
also denotes a file. As a 
family name, it was prob- 
ably assumed either by a 
hardware dealer who sold 
graters and files and took 
as his cue a single article 
out of his stock in trade. 
Or it is possible that he 
used a file or a grater either in his ca- 
pacity as a locksmith or as an innkeeper 
using a grater to grate horseradish, bread 
crumbs, etc. Tarlo is also an instrument 
used by housepainters to smooth the white- 
wash on a building. 
DEAR MR. PEARLROTH: I would appreci- 
ate any information that you may have 
regarding the meaning and origin of the 
name “Kesselhaut.” My grandfather came to 
this country in the 1880’s from Kolomea, 
Austria-Hungary. I have not heard of any 
other family in this country, outside of my 
immediate relatives, having this name.—MAR- 
TIN KESSELHAUT, Newark. 
KESSELHAUT (more correctly Kessel- 
hauz) is a trade name assumed by a 
baker. This particular baker's specialty 
were pretzels. Strictly speaking the Kel- 
selhauz was the employee whose job it 
was to stoke the fire under the boiler. 
By an extension of this term any baker 
might have assumed this name. The term 
is obsolete today, but since Jewish sur- 
names in Galicia date back to the year 
1789, it seems reasonable to assume that 
the term was still in general use 170 
years ago. The German “z” is pronounced 
as if were spelled “tz”. That is the reason 
why in the end a “t” was substituted for 
it.

Helpful to Russian Jewry’s Plight

Editor’s Note: We print im- 
portant parts of Mr. Ehrmann’s 
statement which Philip Klutz- 
nick, head of the Presidents 
Conference, called “supercili- 
ous nonsense” and Joachim 
Prinz, president of the Amer- 
jean Jewish Congress called 
“jrresponsible” below: 


SINCE THE departure of Mr 
Khrushchev, statements have ap- 
peared in the press that may 
give an erroneous view as to 
what actually occurred with 
reference to the projected meet- 
ing, which never materialized, 
of representatives of American 
Jews with Premier Khrushchev 
on the Jewish situation in the 
Soviet Union. What follows is 
stated with the belief that it is 
in the best interests of all con- 
cerned, not the least of which is 
Russian Jewry itself, that the 
facts be put on record. 

It should be recalled that the 
American Jewish Committee had 
an opportunity to meet with 
Deputy Premier Anastas Mikoyan 
during his visit to the United 
States and subsequently submit- 
ted a comprehensive memoran- 
dum to him on the Jewish situa- 
tion in the Soviet Union. But, the 
public was informed about this 
meeting only after it took place 
No publicity previous to the 





meeting was issued. It would 


have been damaging to the very 
purpose for which the meeting 
was requested to have done so. 

THE AMERICAN Jewish Com- 
mittee was therefore concerned 
when we read ir: the public press 
on Aug. 10, a statement is- 
sued from the Stockholm meet- 
ing of the World Jewish Con- 
gress that Premier Khrushchev 
had indicated a willingness to re- 
ceive a delegation of American 
Jewish leaders during his pro- 
posed visit to the United States. 
In retrospect, it is now clear that 
this was an erroneous statement 
and that no word had ever been 
received by any Jewish group or 
Jewish leader from Mr. Khrush- 
chev or his representatives that 
such a meeting would be held. 

ON AUG. 31, again a report 
appeared prominently in the pub- 
lic press that 20 American Jew- 
ish groups had set up an ad hoc 
conference for the purpose of 
selecting a delegation to meet 
with Mr. Khrushchev. Once again 
this ill-timed publicity was is- 
sued about a forthcoming meet- 
ing without any knowledge 
whatsoever that such a meeting 
would indeed take place. 

The recently widely publicized 
statement of the role of a cer- 
tain national Jewish agency in 
President Eisenhower’s interces- 
sion with Mr. Khrushchev is, in 
our view, harmful to the cause 
of Russian Jewry because it may 
give the impression to the Soviet 
leaders that important Ameri- 
can personalities on their own 
are not concerned with the prob- 
lem, and that they have to be 
prodded by Jewish organizations. 
This impression is unfair to the 
persons who have discussed the 
issue with Mr. Khrushchev. 

THE LESSON that we should 
learn from this experience is that 
premature publicity might bring 
about undesirable results. It is 
the welfare of the Jews in the 
Soviet Union and in other coun- 
tries that is at state. For the 
American Jewish organizations, 
who may be the only ones in a po- 
sition to help, this should be the 
only consideration.

THE GOLDEN CAGE, by Teres- 
ka Torres, $3.50 (Dial Press). 


Written in French, the newest 
Torres novel has been capably 
translated by husband Meyer 
Levin. It tells the story of refu- 
gees from the Nazis in Portugal 
—Jews, non-Jews, former Jews— 
awaiting visas for London, Bra- 
zil, the United States. 


The major thesis seems to be 
the complete amorality of the 
fugitives, with several variations 
on the Lolita theme. Mrs. Levin. 
Paris-born, herself observed the 
life of those who escaped to Por- 
tugal after the Nazi conquest; 
there is much verisimilitude in 
her depiction of places and char- 
acters.

Rabbis have done most of the 
research and writing on Jewish 
communities in America. Dr 
Plaut has added an admirable 
study to the series, covering the 
state whose major city has al 
ready been historicized by an- 
other rabbi, A. I. Gordon. The 
background history goes back 
more than a century, and many 
of the rabbis and other person- 
alities of recent years are still 
widely known to thousands. 

Here are the peripatetic mer- 
chants and other settlers; the 
Germanic newcomers who looked 
down on the East Europeans 
but ultimately merged their 
communal! activities: the religious 
trends and their separate devtlop- 
ment; the good Christian neigh- 
bors and the proliferation of anti- 
Semitism; women as well as men 
ot valor; Jews in peace and war; 
religious, social, and political life: 
and episodes in the story of pio- 
neers; religious Jeaders, and such 
unusual folk as M. M. Noah’s 
son and Sabato Morais’ daughter. 
Notes, references, sources, index, 
and the full impedimenta of 
scholarship, with no diminution 
of reader interest.

Nettleton Fisher, $8.95 (Knopf) 
The best one-volume history of 

that portion of the globe whicn 

teday elicits greatest world in- 
terest is noteworthy for lacking 
the prejudices and misstatements 
beloved by Prof. Hitti and his 
pro-Arab compeers (though some 
of these were consulted in the 
writing). Prof. Fisher seeks the 





facts, the presumed facts behind 
the facts, and nothing else. 

The lands depicted included 
Turkey and the entire Ftrtile 
Crescent. The rise of Islam and 
the Ottoman Empire, the intru- 
sions of European expansionism, 
the impact of both World Wars, 
and all recent episodes in that 
troubled segment are presented 
with the objectivity that custom- 
arily alarms all sides to any live 
conflict. There are many maps, 
bibliographical references to 
every chapter, a thorough index 
and the author’s flair for com- 
pact clarity. 

Dr. Fisher does not gloss over 
Britain's perfidy to Arab as well 
as Jew. He is certain that Hit- 
lerism saved the Zionist program 
There is mention of internal Arab 
hetreds, which hardly aided their 
cause. Arab ineptitude in both 
important military adventures is 
contrasted with the clan and 
morale of the Jews. But was the 
world “shocked” by the Sinai at- 
tack, or merely wary of Russian 
intervention?

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Ridiculous for American Jews to Try 
To Convert Non-Jews: Maurice Samuel 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind. (P-O)— 
The view that it is ridiculous 
for Jews to seek to convert non- 
Jews to Judaism, was offered 


here by noted author and lec- 
turer Maurice Samuel. 

Replying to

Samuel said he 

thinks these 

Samuel conversion ef- 

forts are “silly”. 

Samuel also developed the 
theory that the non-Jews are 
dropping from their theology 
that Jews must be converted to 
Christianity. 

Samuel pointed out that there 
is now a Jewish problem, not 
only for Jews, but for non-Jews 
as well. He said this problem for 





the non-Jews is how to rid him- 
self of his millenial disease of 
hatred against the Jew for not 
having accepted Christianity. 

The Jewish problem for the 
Jew, he said, is how can he be 
a Jew today. 

He pointed out that in his lec- 
tures to college students in the 
past the question most sure to 
be asked was: “Why should I 
be a Jew”. He said the college 
student today asks, “How Can 
I be a Jew.” 

Samuel was bullish about the 
future of Judaism in the U. S. 
He is the author of a recent book 
criticizing historian Arnold Toyn- 
bee’s contention that Judaism is 
outdated. 

He said that Jewish civiliza- 
tions in Europe were able to 
assimilate non-Jewish factors 
from the environment and make 
them thoroughly Jewish. He used 
the term “digestive organ” to 
indicate this process. 


Such a process would ove 
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evolved in the U. S. in the fu- 
ture, he maintained. Picking a 
figure out of the air, he said 
that if 2 million Jews in the 
U. S. wanted to remain Jews, 
that these would be able to 
evolve the necessary instrumen- 
talities.
